Thomas Cranwdl, Elizabeth Staines, Elizabeth Hurſt, and Mary Cran- 
well, were trye for Fellonioully breaking apen the Houſe of Richard 
Rawlins, of St. Botolp/s without Aid-ate, and taking thence Linaen , 
Woolea c loaths to the vallue of 3 Pounds, and carrying them to an 
Akhaouſe where they were Apprended with them , as lbkewife for'a 
former RokLery commited in the Houſe of one Thomas S:mzs of White- 
Chappel, ( the 3 firlt were tryed, but not the latter ; ) where they took

both theRoberieg were plainly proved, whereupon all but1ary Cranwell, 
wete found guiley of the Fellony., bur ſhe being Wife tothe Priſoner , 
could not he found gnilty the Law havitig otherways provided.

the Cat lead him thither ; a ſhort time after ſhe looking miſſed the 
greatcit part of her Moneys, upon which ſhe layed it to his charge ; it 
not being proved that he had the Moneys, but on the contrary, that he 


was an honeſt man, the Jury c_ fit to aquit him. 


Ralph Timberly,was tried-tor ſtealing one Pendilum-dial-Watch, with 
an Olive-wood caſe, one the 31 of Jaxuary laſt , from James Blows in 
BLuck-Fryars, the which he pawned or ſold toanother of the Trade upon 
proof of which he was found guilty to the value of 10 4. | 

Roger Maiden, a moſt notorious Offtendor, was Arraigned and tryed 
for no leis than eight notorious Fellonies and Burglarics by him com- 
mitted, within two-months ſpace, the firſt of which was for break- 
ing open the dwelling-Houſe of one James Porter, in the Pariſh of 
St. Pauls Shadwell, and taking away Linnen and Woollen Apparel 
to the' vallue of five pounds on the {ixteenth of January, thefecond. 
for breaking into the Houſe of William Harris, of the Partſh afgre- 
{aid , and ſtealing thence Gowns, Petticoats, Hoods , Scarves, and 


other things to. a conſiderable vallue ,* the third for breaking open 


the Houſe of one W{{/iam Addams, of the Pariſh of 'Stepay, from 
whence he conveyed a Trunk full of wearing Apparreh,'a conſide- 
rable ſum of monies on the 22d. of Jad»ary, the tourth for break- 
ing open the Houſe of Szmmnel Banfield, of Spittle-fields, from whence” 
he took a Torterſbel-Cabinet, with about itwenty pounds; a Warct; 
and ſeveral other Goods, the fifth for Breaking open"the Honſe 'of 
Thomas Hopkins of Stepay, and, taking. away Sts,” Linnen and Pater 
the ſixth fr breaking” open the Houle of James Forth, and ftealing 
thence ſeveral parcels of Iziinen, and foine ſmall matter of money, 
He alſo committed two other Burglaries and Fellonies, the whith 
would.bg too todious'to mention ; molt part of theſe Goods were found 
at a Conſens of his, in Acorn-Ally in Spittle-Ficlds,whois now in;News ate,” 
ro all theſe Inditments he pleaded not Guilty, and although they were: 
teyerally tworn to by the Witneſſes, yet he continued to outface them 


' all, ſaying he knew nothing of the matter, but after ſome debate the 


Jury brought him in Guilty of ſeven of the Inditmenits, and acquit- 
etl him oaly of ene. , : $ Coed open TED. 1 TRIO 
'- Lhe Baily as principle, and Thomas Mace,as Acceſſary, were. tried- 
for Roving the Houſe of one Peter Yauder in White-Chappel , about two 
years ſince, by fetting up a Ladder tov his Window, and entering the 
Chamber-Window, where they had notice by the latter , of the Prifo- 
ners, who was formerly a Servant of his, that he had layed three hun- 
dred pounds in a C!ec;, but not finding that; they took about, x 55 
pounds Worth of: filk, . as Murrins and Farendines, the which they lold 
to a Broker in Lone-Lane, and gavethe latter of the Priſoners forty- 
ſive ſhillings for his Tatelligence, but upon one Mathews's being Ap- 
prehended, who was in the Robbery, 1t was diſcovered, and the now 
Priſoners taken and committed, the latter upon his Tryal did confels 
that he direTted them to the Robbery, and that he had the monies be- 
fore meationed for his pains, but the latter utterly denied it, and ofJer- 
ed to prove his Life and converſation, but the Evidence was {o plain, 
that the Tury thonght fit to find them both Guilty. Joh
